There are two Treasury agents in this city, 


who each keep au open office, and are 
always ready to negotiate for information. 


Sometimes a discharged clerk, some times a 


rejected junior partner—any one, in ehort, 
who has any time been in such confidential 
relations as to bo trusted with the "Custom 
House Department" generally can be de- 
pended upon to make such memoranda and 
•eferences as will justify an affidavit "on in- 
formation and bolief." 


Failing to get tho information from this 


uurcu, tut. old iliiplicute invoices en £!o in 
tho department can bo examined; and if 
'bores," "cartons," "inland charges" or 
'commissions" are omitted, a very good 
judgment can be formed that one or all of 
these items should be added. This condi- 
tion of an invoico will generally justify 
close inquiry, and will send a polite note to 
the merchant, asking him to allow the bear- 
er to make an investigation. 


But by far the most direct and common 


method is to get possession of tha foreign 
accounts current. Sometimes 
these are 


quarterly or half-yearly made up and sent 
hero and contain all the items of interest 
nnd charges.

If these items can be referred to particular^ 
invoices of goods, then of course a clear 
omission is established, and a case is made 
out from the "books and accounts," and no 
further proof is necessary.

On "information and belief" a writ of at-

GOOD ADVICE FEOU THE AOENT. 


The agent has come to the conclusion that

He therefore suggests to the merchant that 
he should employ legal counsel— a good ju- 
dicious adviser. 
"By the way," 
he aska 


"who is your legal adviser ?" 


The merchant, after some hesitation, says 


that he has ho lawyer at present. 
He had 


i'or many years employed Hr. O'Couor, and 
after that gentleman withdraw from active 
business he employed Hr. Kvnrts, but it is 
*om* time since lie has employed any one. 


"Well, "eays the ageut, "both of these 


gentlemen are very good men.

yery high at the bar, but they do not under- 
stand the revenue laws, particularly as they 
are administered at this port.

The following day both Mr. A. and Mr. B. 


ar« employed, with a respectable sized re- 
taining fee, to adjust the differences which 
may be found in the books aud invoices of 
the merchant. 


HOW THB BUSINESS ENDS. 


From this time forward the transaction 


takes a business shape. 
The well informed 


•ounsel soon came to the conclusion that a 
•ettlement — a friendly and amicable settle- 
ment, is both the shortest aod best way out. 


The only question is as to the amount. 


The counsel perceive great danger in delay. 
£ach day may reveal new discrepancies. Al- 
ready the penalties incurred amount to four 
hundred thousand dollars, while the 
mer- 


chant does not show himself on his books 
(which are in the hands of the agent) to be 
worth more than two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 


The whole business can be settled for fifty 


thousand dollars. 
Both lawyers are willing 


to certify that, no such favorable settlement 
has heretofore been effected ; usually the 
best that can be done is to pay half, which 
in this cass would amount, to two hundred 
thousand .dollars. But in no case on record 
hns anybody been "let off" for less tliau the 
amount of the items in the invoice tainted 
by these errors or frauds, nnd even that 
would amount to a much greater sum than 
that mentioned in tlio otfer of settlement. 


Tho merchant inquires liow much duty is 


unpaid, according to the accountant's figures. 
"Oh,1' the lawyers reply, "that is a mere 
trifle ; scarcely more than ono hundred and 
eighty dollars. But then you must know 
that this hns nothing to do with the case." 


The merchant does as he is advised, and, 


now that he understands the circumstances 
which surrounded and controlled him,

most bitterly regrets his folly.
